ESTERDAY, mindful that opti­ 
mism over the war is non­ 
professional these days, it was sug­ 
gested rather cautiously here that 
Germany may not be so tough as 
advertised. 
Then came Mr. Churchill's talk 
of early victory, turning the cau­ 
tious into pikers. 
Now, having long felt that Ameri­ 
cans are great bandwagon-hoppers, 
with a great deal more enthusiasm 
for a winner than for blood, sweat 
and tears, perhaps a deeper excui- 
sion into reasons for optimism is 
permissable. 
Many observers have been incred­ 
ulous at the seeming ‘German abil­ 
ity to keep up the pace indefinitely. 
In 1939 it was quite generally as­ 
sumed that she could not possibly 
.support a long war. That she has 
been doing the seemingly impossible 
is all the more reason that she 
cannot continue, that the western 
I cont adds the final unbearable 
ounce to her load. 
Pilots report widespread German 
use of 
horse-drawn

France. That means bombing and 
raw material shortages have ser­ 
iously cut motor output, or that Ger­ 
many is terribly short of gasoline, 
or both, If this were 1940 you could 
hardly find a horse among any re­ 
serves Hitler was expecting to move 
on sudden notice. 
The number of 
foreigners 
im­ 
pressed into his Atlantic wall le­ 
gions may and probably does mean 
leserves of Germans 
for 
a 
last 
ditch fight nearer home, but it also 
means the enemy is grabbing up 
twigs and gravel to continue a fight 
he started with a finely tempered 
sword. The Germans claim 8,000.000 
men. Half of them must be in sup­ 
ply service or are occupying troops. 
More than two million, probably 
three, are seeking some means or 
.‘topping the Russians. Der Fuehrer 
is out-manned. 
Before the war Germany had 
everybody buffaloed about her air 
force. Reports said she had 19, 12. 
15, even 20,000 fighting planes. It 
Is doubtful now if she ever could 
have put up more than 5.000. De­ 
spite talk of "reserves" for final 
defense of the homeland, there is 
good reason -to believe the Luft­ 
waffe, on a 
percentage 
basis, 
is 
about where the RAF was in Sep­ 
tember, 1940. And the Allied fliers 
areirt going to quit. 
Such auguries could be cited all 
day. Perhaps the Germans can make 
it tough, very tough, sporadically. 
But Mr. Churchill probably knows 
a lot of other reasons why he can 
say “the months of this summer.... 
may bring full success to the cause 
of freedom."

NAZI TARGETS 


(J. S. Bombers Blast Cal­ 
ais Area, Objectives In 
Central Germany

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, Al­ 
lied Expeditionary Force, June 2 0 - 
More than 1.500 
American 
heavy 
bombers, possibly the greatest force 
in history, today simultaneously at­ 
tacked rocket bomb platforms in 
the Pas-De-Calais and an array of 
objectives 
in 
central 
Germany 
ranging from (MI refineries to air­ 
plane and tank plants. 
The giant Armada equalled if it 
did not surpass that sent out last 
Wednesday to attack French air­ 
fields, bridges and the Emmerich 
oil refinery In Germany. 
With its big fighter escort, the 
entire sky fleet totalled upward of 
2.000 planes. 
The heavy bombers blasted syn­ 
thetic oil plants and oil refineries 
around Hannover, Hamburg, Mag­ 
deburg, and Politz, a tank depot 
near Magdeburg, and an airplane 
wing repair and warts plant near 
Brunswick. 
Air Battles Fought 
The Germans reported the Amer­ 
ican fleet was 
attacked 
by large 
formations of 
fighters 
and that 
heavy air battles were fought. 
Stockholm 
reported 
16 of the 
heavy bombers made forced land­ 
ings at the Malmo airport. 
Returning 
crewmen 
said 
they 
found clear weather over Germany 
but were forced to bomb through a 
cloud cover over the Pas-De-Calais. 
Today's giant operation took a part 
of the fleet more than 550 miles 
almost to the Polish border to hit 
Politz, about IO miles north of the 
Baltic seaport of Stettin in far east­ 
ern Germany. 
The big assault was the 
third 
within 24 hours against the Pas- 
De-Calais area from which rocket 
bombs continue 
to stream 
into 
southern England today. 
Airforce Chief Gen. Henry H 
Arnold, returning from an inspec­ 
tion tour, credited the European air 
force’s 
invasion 
operation 
with 
having permitted our surface forces 
to operate unhampered from enemy 
air operation and paved the way for 
them to move forward with greater 
speed.” 
‘Tilis,” he said, "together with 
the direct blows against Germany 
itself, has shortened the remaining 
time for the defeat of the enemy." 
The Germans put up a heavy flak 
barrage over Pas-De-Calais in de­ 
fense of their rocket installations.

sunk during the battle A broadcast 
enemy communique also said Jap­ 
anese airmen still were attacking 
the American ships. 
(This claim may have been a fol­ 
low-up to a Tokyo broadcast prom­ 
ising "that the Japanese navy In 
the near future will win a great na­ 
val victory in the Central Pacific.”)

If the 'dyspeptic ca n be per­ 
sua ded to ta ke a sa ner view of his 
life, his stoma ch will a ct in a more 
norma l ma nner. 
There a re, however, other ca uses

ha bits a nd the rest of the trea t­ 
ment of dyspepsia consists in a n 
a ttempt to control these a nd re­ 
duce their, irrita tions to a mini­ 
mum.

Hurried mea ls, irreg­ 
ula r mea ls, big mea ls, three mea ls 
a da y, indigestible foods a ll go to 
ma ke up the picture. 
A diet ma y be defective in a num- ; 
ber of wa ys: in respect of bulk, of 
tempera ture, of fluid content, of 
ex cess of irrita ting substa nces. A 
dtoma ch Is notoriously tolera nt to­ 
wa rds tempora ry indulgences a nd 
indiscretions, but their persistence 
ma y lea d to dyspepsia . It is a com­ 
mon ex perience to find 
pa tients 


suffering from dyspepsia who ha ve 
put themselves on a regime which 
consists ma inly of fluids a nd soft 
foods which is ina dequa te in bulk 
a s well a s m nutritiona l ba la nce 
There

necessita te such a diet for more 
tha n a few da ys. 
Elficient ma stica tion seems to be

Adequa te Biting Surfa ce 
There is no genera l a greement 
a s to wha t constitutes a n a dequa te 
biting surfa ce, but a useful guide 
ma y be obta ined by giving a point 
for ea ch pa ir of teeth which meet 
in opposition a nd two points for a 
pa ir of mola rs meeting a t a ll four 
cusps.

tion is eigiit, a nd this must include 
a pa ir of mola rs.

Physiology 
I a m relucta ntly bound to a dmit, 
is on the side of the friends a nd 
fa mily. The term ga stritis Is used 
quite freely by those who like a 
definite word or term

dyspepsia . So fa r a s I ha ve been 
a ble to find in a long ex perience 
there is no such thing a s ga stritis, 
ex cept a lcoholic ga stritis. 
If the continuous use of a lcohol

N. J , a nd ca me to Ea st 
Pa lestine in 1884. He ha d been em­ 
ployed in the loca l potteries here 
until he retired in 19 32.

Pyle Describ es Ha rd ship s He 
A nd Other Rep o rters End ured

— Ernie 
Pyle, Scripps-H ow ard 
war 
corre­ 
spondent. in a dispatch from the 
Normandy beachhead published to­ 
day 
described 
hardships 
encoun­ 
tered by his fellow correspondents, 
who, arm ed only with their type­ 
writers, storm ed ashore with the 
invasion forces and cam e through 
it red-eyed for want of sleep, ach­ 
ing in all their muscles and won­ 
dering why they still were alive. 
Before invasion day, Pyle wrote, 
the correspondents “had accepted 
it as a fact 
that 
not 
everybody 
would come through alive,’’ but most 
of them came through unscathed. 
After the landings, he said, they 
checked among themselves for news 
of how the correspondents generally 
had fared. They had heard one was 
killed (A rthur Thorpe, naval corre­ 
spondent of the 
Exchange 
Tele­ 
graph, British news agendy, was 
killed in a sea action June II.) 
Some had not been heard from and 


one or two were reported wounded. 
W riters who had gone two days 
without sleep dropped exhausted on 
the ground and slept in wet clothes 
without blankets. 
“Two of them in particular had 
been through all the frightful night­ 
mares that the assault troops had 
experienced 
because they had come 
ashore with them .” Pyle wrote.

Father and Two Children 
Perish In Akron Blaze 


(B y A eeoclated P i e n ) 
LONDON, June 20.—Snap-shoot­ 
ing anti-aircraft gunners and relays 
of swooping fighter pilots blasted 
dozens of Nazi robot planes out 
of the sky overnight and the Allies 
appeared to be getting the range 
on this new weapon today, the sixth 
of the ‘ buzz-bomb” blitz. 
The G erm ans tried a handful of 
the comet bombs June 13 but did 
not set the sustained attack going 
until June 15, 
In one district alone four flying 
bombs were shot 
down 
by 
night 
fighters w ithin a few minutes. Three 
exploded in the air in quick suc­ 
cession. 
The G erm ans were launching the 
robots in no particular order. Some­ 
times as m any as five cam e over a l­ 
most together. 
In daylight today the Germ ans 
kept winging the one-ton bombs 
into England at sporadic intervals. 
The B ritish Air m inistry announced 
new and secret m easures were being 
tak er to wipe out the opofis-cbannel 
attacks.

twice yesterday at the rocket em ­ 
placem ents 
around 
Pas-D e-Calais 
the air m inistry m ade known th at 
six m onths of constant attacks had 
blasted out so m any of the launching 
platform s the pilotless bombs finally 
were put into operation on less than 
one-fourth the scale H itler originally 
planned. 
Faster Moving Targets 
As Allied preventive measures got 
into full swing an ti-aid rcraft gun­ 
ners reported it was som ew hat dif­ 
ferent firing at the rocket bombs 
th an at regular planes.
